from Inspector Shute, confirming 
Detective Campbell's message.

At the time of the prisoner's escape, 
as far as can be learned, Campbell 
and McElroy were operating the 
speeder at a high rate so as to get him 
to the terminal as quickly as possible,

EDSON, Alberta, Sept. 5.—Tar- 
een's recapture was confirmed by 
Chief Detective Nicholson, officer 
supervising the manocuvres of a 
cortsolidated company of 50 co- 


operating officers of police of the 
three forces supplemented by forest 
rangers, Dominion Park police, and 
others engaged in the hunt of the 


ex-convict, who escaped from cus- 
tody when arrested on a charge of 
alleged bold-ups and the alleged 
murder of a city policeman.

Addreases Prophets on Problems 
Confronting the Country 
After the War 


Hon. Frank Oliver, the guest of 
honor and the principal speaker at the 
Dekan Grotto club dinner in the 
Royal George hotel on Friday evening, 


was given a most hearty welcome and 
received a great ovation at the hands 
of the prophets assembled when he 
delivered, what was afterwards des 
cribed as a very able and instructive 
address on the problems confronting 
the country after the war, He was 
introduced to the brethren by Prophet 
Wright, who spoke of him as the most 
outstanding and oldest resident of the 
city, one who had occupied the high- 
est position of trust in the province 


and one, but for whose untiring and 


strenuous efforts, Edmonton would 


{never have enjoyed the enviable dis 


tinction of being the capital of Al- 
berta. 

Speaking of the problems of peace 
days immediately after the war, Mr 
Oliver proceeded to make it clear 
that these can only be faced and a 
solution hoped for only as individuals 
understood them thoroughly, the tIn- 
dividual betng involved in the coun- 
try’s success or fallure.
